The capi- 
talized value of the country is ten billion 
dollars. With interest at per cent this 
amounts to 1,500 millions a year, more than 
enough to support the Government and make 
education, water, and the comforts of 
life as free as .

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THE CITY IS IN EARNEST. 


$5,000 APPROPRIATED TO FIGHT THE 
LAKE-FRONT MATTER. 


A Resolution to That Effect Passes the Coun- 
ell Unanimously—Additional Counsel to 
Be Employed—Judge Blodgett Refuses 
to Issue a Restraining Order—All the 
Proof Must Be In by May 15—The Case 
to Be Heard by Judge Harlan in June. 

At the Council meeting last evening a com- 
munication was received from Frank Hoyne, 
Secretary of the citizens’ meeting held at the 
Grand Pacific Thursday, inclosing the reso- 
lutions asking that steps be taken to protect 
the city’s rights in the Lake-Front. Ald. 
Campbell presented an ordinance directing 
the Corporation Counsel to take proper means 
to enforce the city’s rights, instructing him 
to employ special counsel to assist in the 
pending litigation, and appropriating $5,000 
for the purpose. 

Ald. Wetherell wanted the matter referred 
to the Committee on Judiciary. He had no 
objection to passage at the propertime. Ald. 
Campbell, however, wished action taken at 
once, as did Hildreth and Colvin. 

Ald. Dixon urged that there was no neces- 
sity for haste, but Ald. Campbell didn’t think 
the Council should allow further encroach- 
ments on the Lake-Front. 

Ald. Drew hoped every one would vote for 
the ordinance. It was important to pass it 


at once. Therailroad company was endeav- 


oring to have the matter brought to a con- 
clusion soon in order to anticipate legislation 
by the next Con Judge Blodgett had 
ordered that all the evidence be in by May 
15, so that a decision could be given by June 
1. This was avery sharp moveof the Illinois 
Central, so that after that time the city should 
be estopped from entering an appearance. 
Jt was very important that every effort be 
made in the meantime to get the General 
Government to intervene and become a party 
to the suit. The District Attorney was now 
in Washington for that p se. Unless 
something was done very quickly the Illinois 
Central would have the whole lake-front in 
such oe that the city would never be able 
to t.

THE PROCEEDINGS IN COURT YESTERDAY. 

The legality of the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company’s encroachments upon the Lake- 
Front seems now in a fair to be speedily 
tested by a trial in the Uni States Court. 
The case was called in Judge Blodgett’s 
court 1 morning, with Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hunt, E. B. McCagg, Norman Williams, 
Corporation Counsel Haynes, and Charles 8. 
Holt representing the State and city, and B. 
F. Ayer, Lyman Trumbull, and John N. Jew- 
ett ne the railroad company. Mr. 
Trumbull opened the case by saying that a 
motion had n made a week ago for a rule 
‘upon complainants to close the testimony in 
the case. The matter, he said, had been re- 
ferred to a Master in Chancery more than a 
year ago, and no testimony had yet been 
taken. e defendants were anxious that 
the case should be closed, and desired to press 
the motion. 

Attorney-General Hunt replied that he was 
away on official business when the case came 
up last week and had just returned. He had 
had no tame to consult with the other attor- 
were in the case and did not know just what 
to do. 

The court s sted that the attorneys hold 
a consultation at once and decide upon some 
action. After a brief talk with his associates 
the Attorney-General said it would require 
some time to get all the testim they would 
like to introduce, and they ‘vo ask to have 
the matter delayed and heard by Justice 
Harlan. The prosecution, Mr. Hunt said, 
was not responsible for all the delay in the 
case, for when he went to*Washi to 
have the United States Govern t made a 

to the suit he found Mr. Trumbull and

. Ayer then said there was no authority 
for ng the United States a party to the 
case, and, further, that the matter now 
aoe ding four years.

They had opposed the mo- 
tion to make the Canal Commissioners par- 
ties to the suit, and alsothe attempt to amend 
the pleadings. 

Mr. Ayer retorted that the Canal Commis- 
sioners were already represented in the case 
and had no right to appear. As to the amend- 
ments there was an attempt to change the 
whole character of the suit, and the defense 
was compelled to oppose them. The defense 
was charged with encroaching on the terri- 
tory of the State. There was no other issue 
in the case. The United States had no in- 
terestin it. He again denied that the de- 
fense had done — to prevent the case 
from going to tri 

Judge Blodgett remarked that the only 

uestion was as to closing the testimony. 

e case was exciting public interest, and he 

thought the attorneys might agree to close 
p s by the Ist of May. 

Attorney-General Hunt then said he would 
ask for an order restraining the defendants 
from further prosecuting work on the dis- 
puted land until the controversy was settled. 
A similar application had been made to Judge 
Gresham and he had refused to grant it. 

Judge Blodgett replied that he was not dis- 

sed to grant such an order. The company 

had possession of the property for twenty 
years and was doing the work at its own 
risk.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND WARNED. 


He Must Take More Exercise or Die Be- 
fore His Term I¢ Oat. 

- Wasurneron, D. C., March 21.—[Special.]— 
Washington people are again worrying them- 
selves about President Cleveland’s health. 
A local paper has an interview with Dr. Z. T. 
Sowers, a leading physician, in which he 
talks as follows: It may be deemed imper- 
tinent to talk to the President through a 
newspaper man, but I know of no other way 


of reaching him and those about him so sure- 


ly. I am personally apprised of the Presi- 
dent’s condition, and, while it is m no sense 
dangerous, it will not be long before there 
wili be every reason for alarm. President 
Cleveland is a large, fleshy man, and since 
his advent to the White House he has gained 
enormously in flesh. Now, when he lived in 
Buffalo it was his habit to take long walks. 
Since he came here, however, he has 


abandoned every form of exercise save car- 


riage-riding. That is of little or no use with 
the springs now used and the smooth streets 
for which Washington is famous. The Presi- 
dent 1s a man who works with his head a great 
deal—is in fact an intense brain-worker. He 
is, in other words, a plodder, and his brain is 
consequently filled with an excess of blood. 
What is the result? He works with his head, 
eats enormousiy, and fails to exercise his 
muscles; his blood-vessels are weakened, and 
itis only a question of time before, in a mo- 
ment of excitement, he bursts a blood-vessel 
I tell you, at the rate President Cleveland is 
now living there is great danger that he will 
not live throughout his term. Something 
should be done to bring him to realize his 
danger and take the proper steps to prevent 
the result which will surely ensue if ne fails 
to take proper exercise. hat I should rec- 
ommend would be the fixing up of a room in 
the White House and the setting apart of 
half an hour every day for gymnastic exer- 
cise. That alone, in my opinion, will prevent 
the catastrophe, the avoidance of which not 
alone the President, but the country at large, 
is interested in securing.”

: TRYING TO ANNIHILATE THE POLICE. 


Detroit Poles Anxious to Meet in Battle 
Array—Many Heads Broken. 

Detroit, Mich., March 21.— [Special. I— Ex- 
citement in the Polish quarter of the town 
is ata white heat tonight. Of the 35,000 Poles 
in Detroit, over 7,000 of them are members of 
St. Albert’s Parish. Of these fully 5,000 are 
known as Kolasinskians, after the deposed 
priest, whose name they revere and for 
whose rights they have been fighting now 
for nearly eighteen months. The remaining 
2,000 are Dombrowskians, and sustain the 
priest who succeeded Kolasinski. The two 
factions fight among themselves, but when 
the police appear they make common 
cause against the bluecoats.

MURDER. TRIALS IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Inability of the Authorities to Secure a 
Conviction in Edgefield County. 

Cotumsia, S. C., March 21.—[Special.]— 
The darkest spot within the confines of South 
Carolina is Edgefield County. The Judges 
and State’s Attorneys are entirely unable to 
control a jury in that county to the extent of 
obtaining an honest verdict when murder is 
the charge. Minor crimes, such as larceny 
of cattle or cotton stealing,are duly punished, 
but a murderer stands nine chances in ten of 
getting off. 

The following is a sample case of the jus- 
tice meted out in that county, and in this 
case the State was ably represented: S. D.

MANDAN IN GREAT PERIL. 


THE TOWN THREATENED WITH DE- 
STRUCTION BY MISSOURI’S FLOODS, , 


The River Still Rising, the Tributaries Be- . 
ing Swollen by the Melting Snow—A. 
Break in the Ice of the Hart River, Ex- 
pected Momentarily, Will Sweep the 
City Out of Existence—A Family R- 
ported Lost—The Northern Pacific Re. 
lieving Travelers. ' 

Bismarck, Dak., March 21.—[Special.|—At 
5o’clock this afternoon the first news was 
received from Mandan. Superintendent Gra- 
ham of the Northern Pacific and three citi- 
zens of Bismarck who were caught at Man- 
dan during the flood came over in yawls, 
haying walked over three miles on the crust 
of ice onthe west side of the river which | 
was formed by the frost last night. They

It was the most exciting occurrence in the prison 
in many years. Isaac Clark is a life convict, 
sentenced for the murder of old man Norris 
in Detroit in 1878 David Plattner, a convict 
doing a fifteen years’ term for burglary, furnish- 
edthe principal evidence on which Clark was 
convicted. Clark has maintained his innocence 
with a persistence which has caused him to be 
believed in police circles, and has al- 
ways claimed that Plattner swore falsely 
for money. Clark has exhausted every legal 
means to obtainhis release, and his case was 
finally laid before the Pardon Board, A pardon 
was refused. This news was communicated to 
Clark Saturday. He then vowed that he would 
kill Plattner on the first opportunity. This came 
sooner than he expected. Yesterday at dinner, as 
Plattner passed him at the table, Clark, who 
had R a shoe-knife, stabbed Plattner so 
that he will probably die. When the as- 
sault was made the 700 convicts at dinner jumped 
to their feet and seized their knives and 
forks.

THE SHOOTING OF SELIGMAN. 


Attempt of His Friend to Suppress the 


Facte—What the Valet Says. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 21.—/Special. |— 
Washington Seligman,‘ the New-Yorker who 
either accidentally or intentionally shot him- 
self at the San Marco Hotel, in St. Au- 
gustine, Saturday, is still in charge of his 
valet and a nurse, who are with him con- 
stantly. D. P. Rumsey of Buffalo; N. V., 
who, is a partner in the firm of Bissell 
& Co., the same firm with which President 
Cleveland was associated, still maintains 
that the slight wound in Mr. Seligman’s fore- 
head was a purely accidental shot. He says 
that the young man iately hes been in better 
health and spirits than he had been for sev- 
eral months, and that he had no cause for 
committing suicide. Still in the face of this 
Tur TRIBUNE correspondent has in his posses- 
sion the following letter. 

Fla, March 19, 1886—San 
Sir: I telegraphed you 
this evening to suppress everything relative to 
Mr. Seligman's attempt to take his life, and will 
remit you $25. Can you do it? Please answer. 
Yours, etc., D. P. RUMSEY. 
Mx. Rumsey explains this letter by saying 
that he had heard that an account of Mr. 
Seligman’s suicide had reached Jacksonville 
and that he only intended to have the story 
su until he could state the true con- 
dition of irs, not intending to aftirm by 
his note that Mr. Seligman had tried to take 
his life. The shot that caused all the excite- 
ment was fired by Mr. Seli while alone 
in his room. His valet gone to the din- 
ing room to order his master’s lunch. As the 
man reached Seligman’s door he heard a shot, 
and entering the room hastily he saw him 
standing in thé centre of the apartment. A 
=e revolver was lying on a dressing- 
table. 

So far as can be learned Seligman re- 
fused to make any statement of how the 
pistol came to be dischar, but before the 
valet was properly cautioned he let slip the 
fact that a week or so ago Mr. Seligman had 
said that he was tiredof living a confirmed 
invalid, and that he was not going to live any 
longer. At any rate Mr. Seligman was not in- 
jured by the shot, and the only trace of it is 
a small powder burn on the bridge of his 
nose and a slight scar on his left temple. He 
keeps closely to his room, and is invisible to 
every one but his servants, physicians, and 
Mr. Rumsey. 


Says There Is No Danger.

Should the 
yachts have had the same weather—which can- 
not be told with certainty, because they must 
have been about 300 miles astern of the Werra— 
the parties on board the yachts will have had 
rest and a chance to dry their skins. In the lat- 
ter part of the 15th to the 16th in the so- 
called “roaring forties also moderate weath- 
er occurred; but the wind hauled to more 
easterly quarters in the morning of the 17th. an 
latitude 46° north and longitude 34° west a south-

THE MASK THROWN OFF. 

Mr. Robert Nelson, the so-called United 
Labor candidate, has at last come out in his 
true colors. Tun Tripune has more than 
once affirmed that the United Labor move- 
ment was synonymous with the Socialistic 
movement, and the statement is now con- 
firmed by the action of the mass-meeting Sun- 
day last in the Fourteenth Ward. The two 
principal speakers at that meeting were Albert 
Currlin, the editor of the notorious Arbeiter- 
Zeitung and the rabid leader of the Anarchist 
sections, who has succeeded August Spies, 
now in jail, and Robert Nelson, the United 
Labor” candidate for Mayor. Mr. Currlin 
preceded Nelson in his address, and left no 
doubt as to his views of the so-called United 
Labor movement. The present campaign 
„ by the solid phalanx of the toilers is but a 
‘“‘ step towards the universal rule of pure So- 
‘‘cialiem and Socialistic brotherhood. Our 
“ aim is the entire emancipation of the labor- 
“ing majority, and this alone will satisfy 
“ our desires and demands.” Mr. Nelson fol- 
lowed Currlin, and made no disclaimer of 
this wholesale committal of the United Labor 
party to the Socialistic movement to destroy 
personal liberty and establish social slavery, 
nor did any other speaker at the meeting. 

There can remain no doubt, therefore, that 
the alleged Labor campaign is a Socialistic 
campaign, and that its purpose is to carry 
out the doctrines for the promulgation of 
which Spies, Parsons, Fielden, Lingg, Neebe, 
Schwab, and Fischer ure now in jail awaiting 
the action of the Supreme Court. Do the 
voters of Chicago realize what this means! 
It is to be presumed that they are familiar 
with these doctrines and know their pauper- 
izing, destructive tendency, and that if they 
can be put in force it means the ruin of busi- 
ness, the confiscation of property, the sur- 
render of corporate franchises, the closing 
up of banks, stores, and factories, and the 
imposition of such heavy burdens that busi- 
ness-men will be compelled to move else- 
where. To carry out these destructive doc- 
times a secret, oath-bound class has prepared 
a list of candidates in its unions and sections, 
to which noone can gain admission whois 
not sworn to secrecy. Under such circum- 
stances the success of the Spies-Currlin-Nel- 
son-Morgan party means nothing less than 
the success of serfish Socialism and the de- 
struction of personal liberty. If its candi- 


dates are elected it means that Socialism will 
take possession of the police force of the 


city, of the fire department, and of the 
whole machinery of municipal taxation. The 
City of Chicago will be run by secret, oath- 
bound groups, societies, and lodges, which 
will admit no one to their counsels who 
is not bound by oath to obey their serf- 
Socialistic pohcy. It will leave them free 
to carry out their doctrines of terrorism and 
confiscation because the administration of 
law will be in their hands. Are the free- 
born. liberty-loving American voters of Chi- 
cago, including the taxpayers and property- 
owners, ready to turn the city over to the 
hands of such men as Currlin, Morgan, Stau- 
ber, Nelson, Altpeter, Fielden, Gruenhut, 
Parsons, Schilling, Spies, and the rest of the 
oath-bound Socialistic groups and sections in 
and out of jail?) Let them remember what 
this man Currlin says: The present city 
‘‘campaign by the solid phalanx of the toil- 
ers is but a step towards the universal rule 
‘“‘of pure Socialism and Socialistic brother- 
“hood.” Can honest, law-abiding working- 
men hesitate between Currlin’s candidate, 
Nelson, and John A. Roche, born and bred to 
labor—a man who has gone up every step of 
the workman’s ladder by his own exertions, 
and aman of whom they ought to be proud? 


POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS IN NEW YORK. 

The Chamberlain of New York declared in 
a recent address on political assessments that 
public offices in that city have come to be put 
up at auction and knocked down to the hign- 
est bidder. The men who would pledge 
themselves to pay the most for campaign ex- 
penses would get the nominations, and last 


} year not less than $700,000 was spent there 


in that way. He added that in a Presidential 
year the amount contributed by the local 
candidates for local expenses would foot up 
a million, not counting the contributions 
made for National expenses, to be distributed 
wherever in the country it might be thought 
that the money would do the most good. In 
a general way all this was known before; but 
the amount exceeds previous éstimates, and 
the Chamberlain, Mr. Ivens, goes into par- 
ticulars. The Register paid $50,000; a Judge, 
whose name is not given, $30,000; the Dis- 
trict-Attorney from $10,000 to $15,000; and the 
Mayor $25,000. One voter in every five is 
under pay election-day, theoretically as a 
ticket-distributer at the polls, but in most 
cases no service is rendered and the expendi- 
ture simply represents that much bribery. 

Chicago has never so much as approached 
the degradation of New York City. Atleast 
one branch of our government—the judiciary— 
has wholly escaped. No candidate for Judge 
of any of our courts has ever been suspected 
of buying his nomination. or election. That 
evil has become so common and well under- 
stood in New York that one of the first ques- 
tions asked by lawyers in a litigated case is, 
Who owns the Judge? In important suits 
the usual practice is to employ on each side 
an assistant counsel for his supposed influ- 
ence with the Judge before whom the case is 
pending, and there is a class of attorneys 
there who make it a business to pay the cam- 
paign assessments of judicial candidates 
with a view to the hold thus acquired. upon 
the successful candidates for the bench. This 
is the worst form of political corruption, and 
it is only one remove from bribery in the pro- 
curement of strictly political offices. 

Chicago is now entering upon a municipal 
campaign involving the four elective city 
offices, eighteen Aldermen, and four town 
officers in each ot the three divisions.of the 
city. Two of the three general conventions 
have been held and the third will be held to- 
morrow. The next two weeks will consti- 
tute the campaign. Just at this time, when 
the contending armies are about to open fire, 
it is opportune to warn all the candidates and 
campaign committees against allowing the 
contest to degenerate into a boodle campaign. 
Between the crimes of tampering with the 
ballots and bribing voters the difference is 
one of kind and not of degree. Of the two, 
corruption is a more widespread, insidious, 
and dangerous evil than fraud, for it can be 
practiced to an almost illimitable extent with- 
out any technical violation of law. Herein 
les its worst feature. In New York, accord- 
ing o Chamberlain Ivens, the Democrats 
hire, on an average, forty-five ticket peddlers 
for each precinct, very few of whom, as a 
matter of course, are expected to do any 
legitimate work in the distribution of ballots. 
They are simply bribed unaer the pretense of 
being hired todo a lawful and proper piece 
of work. In Chicago there are 319 polling- 
places, and if the New York practice ob- 
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dn would 


make 14,355 ped- 


‘The four terms of Harrisonian politics 
have done much to reduce the standard of 
Chicago Democracy to the boodle level of 
New York, but the poisonous plant has only 
been growing eight years here to thirty-seven 
there, and with the help of the new Election 
law it may be cut down and destroyed beiore 
it fully ripens. No one has the foolhardi- 
ness to charge that Mr. Roche or any of his 
associates on the Republican ticket owes his 
nomination to bribery. It is conceded that 
they are all clean and honorable men. It is 
safe to say that the campaign made in their 
behalf will be conducted on the usual Re- 
publican basis of reliance upon honorable 
ways and means. A descent to boodleism 
would be as impolitic as disreputable. This 
city is Republican by a good rouna majority 
if only we can have an honest election and a 
full vote, 


PRESIDENT ADAMS ON RAILROAD POOLS. 

In his address before the Commercial Club 
at Boston Charles Francis Adams commended 
the general features of the Inter-State Com- 
merce act, but pronounced the prohibition of 
pooling—i. e., combinations to prevent com- 
petition—“ radically bad.“ He thought Con- 
gress, in putting this important provision in 
the bill, had been “influenced by ignorant 
clamor,”’ and had allowed “a cant phrase to 
take the place of common sense.“ Mr. Adams 
is somewhatin error. Oneof the most pow- 
erful arguments in support of the anti-pool- 
ing provision was furnished by the timely 
publication in Tun Trisune of Mr. Adams’ 
letters to Mr. H. H. Porter and the Presidents 
of the Chicago steel companies—documents 
which showed on their face the extortionate 
abuses practiced by the Colorado pool, and 
which the reform President of the Union Pa- 
cific was powerless to defend and unwilling 
to correct. These letters, after their publica- 
tion in Tux TrreuNe, were quoted right and 
left in the debate in Congress; they consti- 
tuted an anti-pooling argument which it was 
impossible for the advocates of the com- 
bine“ to answer, and accordingly it may be 
fairly said that if any one can be charged 
with the chief responsibility for the prohibi- 
tion of pooling in the new law his name is 
Charles Francis Adams. 

Even at this late day Mr. Adams makes no 
direct attempt to justify himself or the Col- 
orado pool in its freeze-out policy of levying 
prohibitory tariffs on steel rails and charging 
four times as much as other Western rail- 
roads found profitable for a like service. The 
reform President of the Union Pacific virt- 
ually admits the facts that appeared in the 
Porter-Adams letters, and sets up a plea of 
mitigating circumstances. He says first: “ It 
has been alleged and not infrequently flung 
in my face that my views and record as a 
Railroad Commissioner are very different 
from my views and record as a railroad Pres- 
ident“; and then after entering a general 
denial he adds with singular inconsistency: 
1 therefore frankly say that today and 
every day since I have been President of a 
e railroad company I have gone on and gone 
on, from necessity, seeing those abuses I had 
“denounced practiced under me and yet 
„ powerless to heal them except slowly and 
“acting in concert with others.” In other 
words, Railroail Commissioner Adams and 
Preczlent Adams concur in the same general 
theory, and the wide contrast in their re- 
spective practices is the result of inexorable 
necessity. If, then, a Railroad Commissioner 
and loud-voiced reformer when transferred 
to the presidericy of a railway company can 
no longer observe his own doctrine or abide 
by his own preaching, why should he not wel- 
come the friendly and powerful assistance of 
a just National law? For instance, when the 
extortions of the Colorado pool in the matter 
of the steel-rail tariff were presented to Mr. 
Adams he refused to attempt ‘to heal them 
slowly,” and declined even to “act in con- 


cert with others for any such purpose. But” 


the Inter-State Commerce act now supplies a 
remedy prompt and effective, and which can- 
not be delayed by the inaction and shifts of 
the parties to a pool alliance. There is a 
flavor of humorous self-contradiction in Mr. 
Adams’ denunciation of a provision which 
will surely and promptly cure the evils he 
professes to deplore, and, moreover, relieve 
him from the necessity of lamenting his own 
failures. 


CATTLE DESTRUCTION IN MONTANA. 

The losses of cattle in Montana in the last 
three winter months are estimated from 40 to 
65 per cent. Whole herds are found dead in 
places, and of the surviving cattle thousands 
are so broken down by exposure and starva- 
tion that they ¢an live but a short time. In 
all probability it will be found in the course 
of a month that the highest estimate of the 
loss is not exaggerated. The 2,000,000 of 
Montana cattle went into the winter in bad 
condition, as the preceding season had been 
one of unusual drouth, many ranges were 
half bare from overstocking, creeks and 
streams were dry, and great prairie fires had 
swept over some of the best grazing districts. 
The ensuing winter was one of terrible se- 
verity; the thermometer sunk as low as 57° 
below zero at times, and the average for 
weeks was 20°, while a succession of furious 
polar blizzards swept over the country. No 
provision was made for hand-feeding, and 
the cattle, left unprotected from the extreme 
cold and to dig through layers of hard-crust- 
ed snow for scant pasturage, drifted before 
the storms and perished by tens of thousands 
from exposure and hunger. 

Long ago clear-sighted observers saw that 
cattle-raising in Montana according to the 
“rustling system was an extremely hazard- 
ous occupation. A year ago Frank Wilkeson, 
one of the best authorities on the subject, in 


commenting on the rose-colored accounts of 


cattle-raising in Montana, said: “But let a 
hard winter come, following a wet autumn, 
and the grazing-ground be covered with 
snow, and blizzard after blizzard sweep out 
of the frozen north in quick succession, and 
how will these. cattle fare?’ Such a winter 
was the last, and the accounts now coming 
from Montana answer the question. Cattle 
when left to “rustle”? through a Northwest- 
ern winter seem destitute of ordinary animal 
sagacity; the dumb creatures drift before a 
storm seeking low grounds, railroad cuts, 
and other spots where snowdrifts are certain 
to be deepest, and there crowd together and 


helplesly await death by starvation and 


freezing. In a similar emergency horses, 
with greater sagacity, will fight their way 
against the blizzard if necessary and 
seek the southern mountain sides, where 
they can find protection in the tim- 
ber and pasturage under the snow, 
for which they will paw till they 
reach it. Notwithstanding its rigorous 
winter climate Montana is a good healthy 
country for hardy breeds of horses, but it 1s 
now established that cattle-raising is not a 
safe business there unless provision 1s made 
for hand-feeding and protecting the herds 
from the storms during the worst months. 
Capital will no longer be considered safe 
when invested in the “rustling” system of 
wintering cattle in the extreme Northwest. 
The last winter has produced results long an- 
ticipated by prudent men, but which venture- 
some investors would not credit until the 
unwelcome truth was forced upon them by 
the destruction of a million head of cattle. _ 
Stock-farming must take the place of the 
“ rustling plan in Montana. A considerable 
fraction of the numerous valleys can by 
irrigation be made to produce cereal grains 
and succulent grasses, and the numerous, |

easier and less expensive in Montana in 
most portions of the semi-arid bei Hay 
must be produced to feed the cattle jj winter 
and stock must be kept under cover. during 
the worst weather.

THE TIN BRIDGE e 

It was thought to be one of the compensa- 
tions of the recent terrible décident on the 
Boston & Providence Railroad that it could 
not be attributed to neglect or carelésness, 
and there was a general feeling of relief that 
for once in the record of this year’s railroad 
disasters no one could be charged as directly 
or indirectly responsible for the killing and 
mangling of over @ hundred passengers. 
The testimony before the Coroner's jury, 
however, entirely removes this éxpecta- 
tion. It shows beyond question that 
the management of the road is responsi- 
ble for the slaughter. Witness after witness 
has testified to the insecure condition of the 
Tin bridge. Rods and bolts were known to 
be loose. Nuts were seen to drop off into the 
street below. Its frailness was a matter of 
common talk in the neighborhood and some 
accident was daily anticipated. Civil 
engineers characterized it as a me- 
chanical deformity and had spoken to 
the railroad officials of its insecurity. 
Even the Railroad Commissioners themselves 
six years ago wrote to the Superintendent of 
the road characterizing the bridge as an ec- 
centricity, and suggesting that it ought to be 
tested every year. Six years, however, have 
elapsed and the bridge has not been tested at 
all. Year by year it has been weakening 
and disintegrating, its downfall being only a 
matter of time. It was not even necessary 
that it should be exposed to any severe strain 
or unusual weight. It was only a question 
how soon this bridge would reach that de- 
gree of weakness that the ordinary weight to 
which it was daily exposed would crush it. 
In the face of these repeated warnings the 
company is clearly résponsible for the disas 
ter, and should be held as such. Mean- 
while, if the Railroad Commissioners, as is 
apparent in this case, know or suspect that a 
bridge is unsafe, would it not be well to 
clothe them with sufficient authority to com- 
pel managers to make it secure, and not have 
their warnings disregarded year after year? 
Meanwhile, the proper ‘officials of the road 
should be held responsible for the grossest 
criminal negligence. 


Tur following bill introduced by Senator 
Streeter the 20thof January has already been 
advanced to a third reading in the State Sen- 
ate, and will probably be passed this week: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of the State of 
Illinois represented in the General Assembly: That 
hereafter no person or persons in this State shall 
sell, buy for, or furnish any cigar, cigaret, or 
tobacco, in any of its forms, to any minor under 
16 vears of age, unléss upon the written order of pa- 
rent or guardian. 

Sec. 2. That ift any person or persons in this 
State shall violate the provisions of this act he, 
she, or they shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit 
and pay for each and every offense the sum of $20. 


The bill is especially intended to apply to 
the little shops adjoining the school lots all 
over the city where cigars, cigarets, and 
even chewing tobacco are soid to boys rang- 
ing from 8 to 16 yearsof age. Tue TRIBUNE 
called attention to this business some time 
ago, and the teachers’ associations of Chi- 
cago and Cook County passed resolutions in 
favor of some such legislation as is here pro- 
posed. Under the present City Administra- 
tion, and with such Police Justices as there 
are now, it would probably be difficult to en- 
force the law, but we are on the eve of a bet- 
ter state of things, and it is to be hoped that 
the law will be passed.

A Temporary Injunction Obtained Against 
the Nerth Side Railroad Company. 

Attorney Allan C. Story was awakened yester- 
day morning in his house at the corner of North 
Clark and Schiiler streets by the noise of sev- 
eral hundred men working on the North Side 
cable road, They were engaged in tearing up the 
track and making the excavation where the 
cable is to run. Two thousand men under Mr. 
Yerkes’ contractor were as busy as could be, 
and in order to rush things through as speedily 
as ble had commenced operations before 7 
o’cleck, Mr. ene mes being an early riser, was 
not yet awake. Although Mr. Story usually takes

ellow barouches and rode down to his office. 

en hesent word to Mr. Green of the firm of 
Goudy & Green who arethe legal representa- 
tives of Mr. Yerkes, that he would apply at 1 
o'clock to Judge Tuley for an injunction. 

At that time Mr. Story made his motion fora 
temporary injunction, representing that the 
railway company ust put a force of 
2,000 men at work tearing up North Clark 
street in front of his house and for several 
blocks north and south of it, and he wanted an 
injunction until the case could be heard. He did 
not objecttothe track-laying on the surface of 
the street, but tothe digging forthe cable sys- 
tem and exposing the gas and water pipes to the 
frosty weather, He had filed an amended bill 
Saturday, which made new allegations, and he 
wanted proceedings stopped until it could be 
brought up. 

Mr. Green, on behalf of the company, replied 
that the company had been at work two weeks, 
and it was rather late to ask for an injunction. 
The work was stopped last winter when cold 
weather came, and it was then known by com- 
— the work would be resumed in the 
spring. 

Mr. Story, in answer, said Judge Moran had 
ruled that he was not entitled to an injunction 
until he could show actual damage to his proper- 
ty. As soon as he saw the company beginning to 
cross his land he had filed his amended bill. 

After considerable farther talk, in which the 
Judge appeared to be much disinclined to act in 
the matter, the hearing of the application was 
set for Wednesday, and in the meartime the 
company Was ordered not to tear up the street 
directly in front of Mr. Story’s house. Before 
issuing the order the Judge asked Mr. Green if 
the company couldn't do something else in the 
meantime, but Mr. Green replied that under the 
city ordinance they were permitted to tear up 
— one-half mile of the street at atime. The 
Judge alse ,thought it had taken Mr. Story a 

to 


lon time get ready, but the latter 
replied that he had had other things 
also to occupy his time. Judge Tuley’s 


proposal to refer the matter to a master was 
objected to by both parties. Mr. Green argued 
thatit was rather a serious matter to stop 2,000 
men from working. The contractors would be 
unable to get along with any other part of the 
work until this matter was settled, as they could 
not proceed to take uptheir old tracks until the 
side-track was finished. When that was done it 
would have been time enough for this proceed- 
ing. The company had no control over the large 
force of men which had been at work; the con- 
tractor had hired them, When asked if he 
had any objection to a temporary injunction 
against the contractors Mr. Green said he cer- 
tainly had not, because he didn't represent them. 
It was the understanding that should the injunc- 
tion be made perpetual the company was to put 
the street at the corner of North Clark and 
Schiller streets in the same condition as it was 
last Saturday when the notice was served.

He didn't be- 
lieve in the possibility of carrying the venture to 
a successful issue, He questioned the ability of 
the brewmasters to run it themselves, and didn’t 
favor the idea of having it run by aliens. This 
reflection upon the literary attainments of the 
united brewmasters brought J. F. Metzler of the 
Michael Brand Brewing Company to the floor.

Mr. Birkhofer replied mildly that be did not 
intend to reflect upon the convention's parts of 
speech—that he would rather perish, It was 
finally decided not to go into the publishing busi- 
ness at present.

Their Circulation, Immense Profits, and 
Great Influence.

THE ACTIONS OF ANIMALS. 


Endewments That Seem to Extend Beyond 


2 — — —ä— 


Many of the performances of the lower an- 
imals, if accomplished by men, would be re- 
garded as indications of the possession of 
marvelous genius. In the brutes they are 
regarded as the outcome of mere instinct, by 
which is meant an endowment acting blindly 
and incapable either of philosophic explana- 
tion or of modification. While the fact 
seems to be that instincts, as they exist, are 
the result of inherited experiences accumu- 
lated through considerable periods of time; 
that they may be modified, and are constant- 
A modified by new experiences ;. that 

ey may be lost or replaced, and much 
more that we have still to learn, many of the 
instincts of animals are so far removed 
from any knowledge or faculty we possess 
that they are at presentinexplicable. But 
man must learn to say, “I don’t know,“ 
about a great many things still, instead of 
assuming the validity of explanations which 
are not true solutions at all, but mere as- 
sumptions. And at this point allow me to 
indicate a dan that should make us 
cautious and est in attempting to explain 
the behavior of animals. We infer from our 
fellow-man’s behavior similarity of motive 
and mental processes to our own under like 
circumstances. We find, the more experi- 
ence we have, that we are often at fault as to 
both. And when we are more free from the 
thralidom of so-called systems and methods in 
education we may learn that the activities 
of the human mind cannot be reduced in all 
persons to precisely the one plan, like so 
much clockwork. is may mar somewhat 
the completeness and beauty of our philoso- 
phy of education, but it may also in the end 
conduce tohuman progress by providing the 

ater freedom. and end in insuring an in- 
ividuality of character which seems to be 
now rapidly — epesion. Now, if individ- 
ual men so differ in psychic behavior, how 
much more is it likely that still greater differ- 
ences hold the lower animals! An objection 
may be based, however, on this to the 
whole study of comparative psychology, but 
as we infer similarity of behavior in men to 
denote similarity of inner processes, so are 
we justified in the same as regards the lower 
animals, though it must be conceded some- 
what less so. We must always be prepared 
to admit that there may be psychic paths un- 


known and possibly unknownable to us in 


the realm of their inner life. But if we re- 
gard man as the outcome of development 
through lower forms, according to variation 
with natural selection—in a word, if a man is 
the final link inalong chain binding the 
whole animal creation together, we have the 
greater reason for inferring that 8 
tive psychology and human psycholo ave 
common roots.— Popular Science Monthly.

the liquid is pouring in; if it be not sweet 
enough add sugar; and lastly, pour the mixt- 
ure as swiftly as possible from one vessel 
to another until it yields a fine froth. Ob- 
serve, if the wine be poured boiling hot 
among the eggs, the mixture will curdle and 
the posset will be spoiled. This beverage 
must be drank hot.

the same quantity of sirup; add twenty 
drops of orange-flower water and the in- 
fusion of the rina; stir well together, and 
add two quarts of cold water. The acidity of 
some lemons is greater than others. When 
those used are very sour, and also if usin 
lime juice, more capillaire must be used. 
This will be the simple lemonade, which, if 
desired, will make also a fine punch by the 
addition of one pint of capillaire, half a pint 
of lemon juice, one pint of pale brandy, one 
pint of pale rum, one tablespoonful of arrack, 
and five quarts of cold water; let it remain 
some time before itis decanted. 

It may be a libel upon society to hint 
that with the majority the pleasures of a so- 
cial reunion or grand crush are not felt until 
after the supper or whatever refreshments 
are provided. The rich generally leave the 
matter of refreshments to a caterer, but 
many cannot afford to do this; and therefore 
cater for themselves. In this event half a 
dozen good things are infinitly better than a 
dozen the reverse. Sandwiches, for exam-

sandwich! Here is an excellent English 
method, privately recommended, . publicly 
given: Take the quantity desired for the 
number of the guests of very fresh cream 
ch put it in a basin or marble mortar, 
add salt, pepper, and a littie mustard, French 
or German; beat it up until itis of the same 
consistency as butter; if too hard add a little 
of the latter, and use it as butter on the del- 
icate slices of bread, with thin slices of beef, 
ham, tongue, or chicken between. Or make 
into salad sandwiches: Cover the bread as 
before, have in readiness mustard, cress, and 
water-cress, or chopped celery; put ina 
bowl with a fine mayonnaise sauce. Or, still 
using the cheese, use potted salmon or 
shrimp salad. Trifles, one of Soyer’s favorit 


party dishes, must be made early in the day | 


on which they are wanted: Cut stale pound 
cake in slices one inch thick and lay on the 
bottom of the dish; lay on that a thin layer 
of any sort of jam, jelly, or marmalade, 
macaroons, and ratafia cakes; cover the 
whole with some sponge cakes. Foradish nine 
inches in diameter mix two glasses of sher- 
ry, one of brandy, half a glass of rum, and 
the same of noyau; pour it ali over and let 
it remain until well soaked; then pour over 
one inch thick of rich custard, whisk well 
together in a bowl a pint of cream with sift- 
ed sugar, a squeeze of lemon, and about a 
tablespoonful of the liquor mixture; whisk 
it well up.

Prices Brought by Mementos of Distin- 
guished People. 

J looked in yesterday while the sale of 
autographs was in progress. Perhaps there 
were a dozen persons besides the auctioneer 
present, but each was an earnest bidder, and 
the anxiety to gain possession of the coveted 
treasures was only possible to the collector. 
One or two dealers were on hand, but their in- 
terest terminated with the annotation of 
their catalogs for future reference 


and guidance m making sales. It is 
“not at a sale like this that the dealer 


in literary odds and ends secures the stock 
—unless it; goes very cheap, inaeed. The 
highest price obtained yesterday was for 
the joint signatures of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella attached toa royal document. Natural- 
ly, the signatures of their Most Catholic 
Majesties are voy rare, and they have spe- 
cial value from their connection with early 
American history. Not much can be said for 
their signatures. They were about as legible 
as the marks of six sachems attached to a 
document of 1789, a single-page folio, which 
brought the nice little sum of $22. The bare 
signature of Henry Jocelyn, Governor of the 
Province of Maine in 1667, sold for $25, while 
that of Sir Wiliam Hamilton, an .English 
statesman of later date, was knocked down 
at three cents.

A 
verse of “Old Ironsides, signed, brought 
$3.25, while one or two letters of the 
Autocrat were sold at $2 each.

THE SUEZ SHIP CANAL. 


How the Traffic Along the Waterway Is 
Managed. 

A writer in the Saturday Review describes 
how the traffic along the Suez Canal is di- 
rected and controlled from the office at Ter- 
replein, near Suez. The number of ships in 
the canal at the same time is something very 
great. Dec. 8 last, for example, fifteen 
steamers cleared the canal, of which seven 
were outward-bound. The previous day nine 
ships cleared, and the day before seven, 
so that during the 8th some thirty ships were 
probably at one time in the canal. Some- 
times there are as many as ferty, and all are 
completely under the control of the French 
— sitting at his desk in an upper 
chamber at Terreplein. The method of work. 
ing is exceedingly simple. Against the wall 
at one side of the room is a narrow shelf or 
platform, alogg which runs a groove. At 
intervals th h or groove has deep re- 
cesses, and at two places these recesses are 
of larger size. This trough or grove repre- 
sents the canal. The recesses are the sid- 

lar intervals are the Great 

Lake Timsoh. When a ves- 

sel has been signaled and is about to enter 
the canal at, say, the Suez end, a small toy 
boat or model three or four inches long is 
chosen to represent her. A group of these 
model sbips stands ready beside the model ca- 
nal, each furnished with a flag. About forty 
have the English flag, ten or a dozen the 
French flag, and so on with other nationali- 
ties. As the steamer comes up and her 
name is known it is written on paper and 
placed on the toy boat. The whole number 
of ships thus actually m the canal at any mo- 
ment can be seen at a glance; and, as the tel- 
egraphic signals give notice, the — 4. gg 
are moved along, or placed in a siding, or 
shown traversing one of the lakes at full 
speed. Signals are sent from the office to 
the various “‘gares”’ prescribing the siding 
at which each ship must stop to let another 
meet and pass it. The official who is on duty 
keeps the models moving as he receives no- 
tice, taking care when perhaps two 
ships going in opposit directions are 
bot nearing the same sidin to 
ive timely warning tothe pilotsin charge 
55 means of the signal balls and flags at each 
station under his control from the office, and 
to direct which of the two is to lie up and 
which to proceed. Barring accidents, the 
whole arrangement 8 Uke clockwork; the 
clerk can read off in a moment the name, 
tonnage, nationality, draught, and actual sit- 
uation of every steamer; he can tell what 
pilot she has on board, what is her breadth 
of beam, what rate she is moving at, and 
everything else which has to be known 
about her; and he is able without an effort to 


, govern all her movements, to prescribe, to 


place where she is to pass the night, and the 
hour at which she is to get under way in the 
morning, although he does not see her, and 
probably never saw her in his life.
